Crop Experts Say Outlook 
Still Gloomy for Staple 
Grower. 


Cotton will always be the agricul- 


tural monarch of the south, but he is

here Thursday. 

The crop exper.s, wérking in con- 
junction with the federal outlook con- 
ference for the south, issued their cot- 
ton report. independently of the federal 
economists, who are prevented by law 
from making such predictions, 

“The outlook for cotton farmers is 
not much, if any, more promising than 
a year ago,” the report caid. It was 
drawn by a committee composed of 

Watkins, of South Carolina; 
Fain, of Georgia; H. A. Gra- 
of Oklahoma, and J. D: Pope, 
of Alabama. The _ conference, at 
which 12 southern’ states and the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture are represented, acquiesced in 
its adoption as a supplemental report 
to the federal cotton outlook. 

It is “absolutely. necessary” that 
cotton planters consider some means 
of readjustment to improve their in- 
comes, the report said. 

Smaller. acreage may be expected 
next year “over the south as a whole,” 
the committee reported, and with that 
in mind said “it is impractical that 
a cut in acreage shall take place uni- 
formly over the belt.” 

Voluntary or forced collective ac- 
tion for cotton® planters is “not prac- 
tieal,”’ the report stated, but growers,

13,000. Atlanta alone increased 12 
times more than the whole state. 
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The Cause of the Increase. 

The census authorities, on analyz- 
ing the returns from South Carolina, 
attribute the growth of the towns to 
the rapid industrialization of the state. 
The increases occurred in 22 of the 
46 counties of the state and especial- 
ly in those counties where industries 
have located to use the nroducts : nd 
labor of their areas. 

There are only nine cities in the 
state that haye a population about 
10,000. Charleston is the largest city, 
with 62,265 inkabitants—and that is 
5.692 fewer than it had in 1920; so 
Charleston, an historic Atlantic sea- 
port, added nathing to the population 
of the state. 

Columbia. the capital, is the second 
city, has 50,211 population, or 12,687 


more than in 1920, an increase Jarge- 


ly due to industrial plants and the 
drawing thither of thousands of work- 


rs,

notable increases for the very same

DEBTS 1S REPORTED 


Group of Leading American, 
.British Financiers Meet 
in London. 


LONDON, Nov. 13.— (UP)—A 
group of Jeading British and Ameri- 
can financiers were here today, and 
were understood to be discussing a 
possible moratorium on World War 
debts and consideration of world fi- 
nancial problems, particularly the dis- 
tribution of gold. 

Montagu Norman, governor of the 
Bank of England, was the principal 
British conferee. On the American 
side were J. Pierpont Morgan, Owen 
D. Young, author of the Young repa- 
rations plan; General James G. Har- 
bord, of the Radio Corporation, and 
George L. Harrison, governar of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York. 

Harrison arrived in London yester- 
day to join the other financiers, who 
have been here for several weeks—the 
Americans, in fact, for several weeks 
longer than they expected to be when 
they arrived, 

Discussions Secret. 


So important are their meetings, it | 


is understood, and so great their de- 


‘gire for secrecy, that they have been 


cloaking their conferences as private 
Visits—dinners, luncheons and the like. 
Harrison is residing with Norman and 
Morgan. 

The opinion was ventured in Ameri- 
can quarters that any action which 
might be taken by the United States 
regarding war debts would be based 
upon a decision reached here. 

The fact that Young has visited 
United States Ambassador Charles G. 
Dawes, himself a financier of note, 
and has conferred with him at length 
during the last few days has empha- 
sized the belief that important con- 
versations were proceeding in Which 
the United States might be interested. 

It was understood that none of 
the financiers concerned would admit 
anything regarding their conferences. 

The United Press correspondent in 
Berlin, in a dispatch sent Wednesday, 
said that German officials and bank- 
ers were awaiting with interest news 
of the activities in London of Young 
and Harrison, “hoping that their vis- 
it to Europe might pave the way 
for a reparations moratorium in 
1931.” 

The Wilhelmstrasse, it was added, 
did not intend to broach the mora- 
torium question now. Instead, it was 
said, the government would be likely 


| to wait until April or May, 1931, and 


then consider whether there were 
prospects of any improvement in tHe 
world economic crisis. If not, the 
correspondent said, the time might 
then be ripe for a suggestion. 
Looking at the situation purely 
from the German standpoint, some 
government experts envisaged the pos- 
sibility of a three-year moratorium, 
the correspondent said, on interallied 
debts and reparations, in order to test 
the extent to which they might be 
contributing to world depression.

Mr. Powell's address discussed in | 
detail the situation faced by the rail- 
roads of the country as the result of | 
inroads on their business which have | 
been made as the result of bus and 
truck competition. 

With the birth of the motor driven 
vehicle,” he declared, “and the build- 
ing of our modern roads, there has | 
coine into being a use of our highways 
which was never contemplated by our 
forefathers and as to which there has | 
been little intelligent progress in re- 
spect to legal control and regulation. 
Further, the necessity of preserving to 
the nation long established and exist- 
ing facilities of transportation, which 
cannot be wholly duplicated or sup- 
planted by any other known method, | 
has been absolutely ignored. Trans- 
portation in its relationship to the | 
public weal and national development | 
can not be measured by isolated cases 
of personal convenience, nor by the 
pittances saved to the few when such 
savings in and of themselves will 
eventually, in order to preserve our 
primary means of transportation, add 
to the total of our expenses for this 
purpose. 

“There have been suggestions that 
our railroads should meet the chal- | 
lenge of their competitor, both in 
respect to charges and service. The 
acceptance of such a challenge is im- 
possible, by reason of the restraints, 
burdens and limitations—most of them 
legal—that are imposed upon one and 
not both of the competitors. 


Railroads Handicapped. | 


“At the very threshold of these con- | 
ditions we are confronted with the | 
fact that the railroads are put to the| 
expense of providing and maintaining | 
their own rights of way and tracks, | 
while facilities of a comparable charac- | 
ter are furnished without cost and at | 
public expense, to their competitor, | 
the motor vehicle. 
_ “Bor the privilege of doing business | 
in the municipalities which they serve, 
the railroads as a rule pay to such 
communities a license tax.

Now Necessary To Prevent Widespread 


Suffering This Winter, Says Cooper

Editor Constitution: It is generally 
agreed by men of affairs that uwnem- 
ployment is worse than it has been 
in many years. 

While some fear to discuss the sub- 
ject, and so far little has been done 
here, it must be said that silence at 
such a time is like letting a man die 
for fear of alarming the family. 

If Atlanta does not soon get busy 


with this problem in a big way there 
will be great suffering here this win- 
ter. Already death from despair has 
—" its dark shadow on this prob- 
em, 


In spite of rosy statements given 
out by some, the best authorities think 
unemployment will continue acute 
through the winter. The National 
City bank says in its November bul- 
letin : 

“During the winter, building con- 
struction and outdoor work are natu- 
rally slowed down, and traffic and 
trade over large sections of the coun- 
try are hampered by the weather. 
Hence, with large numbers of workers 
already out of jobs, unemployment 
seems likely to get worse before it 
gets better.” 

A Good Example. 

A good light is thrown on the em- 
ployment problem by examples like 
this: 

Colonel B. L. Bugg, president of 
the A., B. & C. railway, is spending 
$50,000 to equip the shop at Fitzger- 
ald with electricity and borrowing 
money to pay for it. He says those 
who put off worth-while improvements 
at such a time as this are making a 
serious mistake, because that work 
would not oniy give much needed em- 
ployment to worthy men, but would 
be a good business investment, made 
at relatively low cost, and would put 
the organization in good condition to 
push business actively when the revi- 
val begins. In this connection Colo- 
nel Bugg gave this remarkable chunk 
of wisdom from the late Fuller E. 


Callaway, one of the master builders | 
of Georgia whose business life was 


“Mr. Callaway once said to me,” 
remarked Colonel Bugg, “whatever 
success I have had in materia! things 
was due to the fact that I have in 
almost every instance gone contrary 
to the general course of the public.

» In New York, in Chicago, in De- 
troit and many other cities organiza- 
tions directed by great businessmen 
are at work to provide employment 
for those without work. 

In Chicago Samuel Insull has ar- 
ranged with the employes of his great 
companies, from the president down, 
to contribute one day’s pay every 
month until spring to help solve the 
employment problem. The president, 
governors, mayors and business lead- 
ers are taxing every resource that in- 
genuity can suggest to provide work 
for the jobless. 

Because construction gives work to 
so many industries citizens are yrged 
to begin at once any repairs or im- 
provements contemplated for their 
homes, and where public funds are 
not adequate large funds are being 
raised by subscriptions to start work 
on parks and other public places. 

This problem of unemployment must 
not be confused with that of the char- 
ity organizations.

In spite of everything and all that, it looks to the observer 
in this corner like Georgia will win the Tulane game. 
Tulane lost an early season affair to Northwestern, 
as any team in America might do. Since then Tulane has 
not been extended. The Green Wave has been keyed 
up just once; they generated a full head of steam and 
bowled over Georgia Tech. Before and since, the 
Greenies have been just breezing; the wear and tear on 
the Green machine has been negligible. 
Georgia has been through the mill.

Not the least of the handicaps Georgia must overcome is 
the unseen pressure of a rabid fan following. The Bulldogs 
do not know what that mob pressure is until they have played 
a game in New Orleans. 

In New Orleans they KNOW their team will win by 
three or four touchdowns. They have figured it out by 
comparative scores, by palmistry, by crystal gazing, by 
tea leaves, by the wishbone of a wild goose, by good- 
ness knows what other mesmeric means.

NEW YORK, Nov. 13.—(AP)—aAIl efforts to bring about a football 
‘clash between the Army and Navy this year for the benefit of the unem- 
ployed apparently had failed tonight. 


With both institutions willing to forget their differences over eligi- | 


bility. rules long enough to meet for charity's sake, negotiations for the 
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game seemed to have foundered because no date, agreeable or con- | 


venient to both, could be found. 

The Army took the first step in the 
latest attempt to bring about a meet- 
ing with the Navy for the first time 
since 1927. Major General William 
R. Smith, superintendent of the Mili- 
tary Academy, announced the Army 
was ready to play the Navy in New 
York December 6. He suggested that 
the contest be played for the benefit 
of the unemployed, and that all eli- 
gibility differences. be waived for this] | 
one clash. 

The Naval Academy immedi- 
ately replied that it could not ac- 
cept the December 6 date, since 
the Midshipmen already were un- 
der contract te meet Pennsyl- 
vania on that day. West Point 
officials had understood that the 
Navy-Penn game was arranged 
conditional upon a possible re- 
sumption of football relations be- 
tween the two gover: ..ent insti- 
tutions, but Rear Admiral Samuel 
S. Robison said the Penn con- 
tract contained no waiver clause, 
and therefore could not be voided 
under any circumstances. 

The admiral immediately offered 
two alternative dates for the game. 
November 20 and December 12. and 
expressed a preference for the latter 
Saturday. 

Officially this offer has not 
been received at West Point to- 
night but it was said authorita- 
tively that neither of the ‘Navy's 
alternative dates could be ac- 
cepted. 

Major Philip B. Fleming, graduate 
manager of athletics, pointed out that 
the Army was under contract to meet 
Notre Dame on November 29 and that 
this date therefore was out cf the 
question.
